Journey to Japan 
by T. Geo, Wood. 


This island country of Hawaii has 
opened all its boxes of tropical 
tricks for us during our stay — Sun, 
Trade Winds and Water. 

From February 14 until February 
25 there were rainfalls every lay, and 
in two days, Feb. 22 & 238, nearly 14 
inches of rain fell, as much as, most 
years, falls in our South Alberta. 

Still, there were bright and sunny 
periods and opportunities to visit 
spots of beauty nearly every day. 

The trees of the islands are so 
plentiful and amazing. Pictures tell 
more than words. Let us talk about 
them anyway, Cocoanuts line all the 
beach areas, They love salt air and 
salt water. One trunk with a tuft of 
palm leaves, generally beginning at 
odd angles, never straight, and with 
such a rough holding bark that the 
climbers go up at a walking climb 
till they drop the nuts, which some- 
times hang for two or three years to 
reach maturitiy. 

Getting the inner nut from the fi- 
brous pod is a project in itself. The 
pod is split in sections andpulled off 
like the peeling of an orange. Then 
the eyes are drilled for the milk and 
finally the nut as we know it is 
cracked and peeled. We worked on 
one husky for an hour until an old 
timer taught us the technique. 

A most spectacular tree is the ban- 
yan. No usable fruit, but it keeps 
throwing down roots from the branch 
es. These pendant roots in turn make 
trunks until, if untrimmed, there are 
hundreds of limbs, all rooted, and 
covering thovlsands of square feet of 
ground. 

One more and then we must travel 
on. This one has the queer name— 
Monkey Pod. Why its name? I have 
not found out. 

The Monkey Pod tree is the source 
of many of the salad bowls and dec- 
orative furniture items on sale. Its 
wood varies from palomino to dark, 
in the same pieces. Impervious to 
moisture and acid, it is a most valu- 
able wood. The tree itself grows like 
a perfect mound, green all over, and 
each mound a gentle curve from a 
height of 60 feet till the outer branch 
es touch the ground. One large tree 
covers over half an acre. 

Tropical fruits are sold in all the 
markets. Papaya, a tree melon grows 
in clusters from the trunk of the tree

which is straight and not very tall. 
Guava and Mangoes, Breadfruit and 
Avocados round and large as a soft 
ball are all available. We have tried 
most of them. 

Taro and Giant 
with many Chinese 
foods help fill the bill. 

Taro, of course, is the source of 
Poi. This, too, is sold in the stores, 
in plastic bags, one or two pounds. 
It is a purpilish grey, pasty mass 
and even the most adventurous a- 
mong the tourists rarely take more 
than a single dose. Try it when you 
have a real appetite and other tasty 
things like raw salmon to help out 
the flavor. 

Today was the first for many that 
the pineapple canneries were open, 
because harvesting was stopped for 
rains, 

This is a most attractive tour, free 
and well managed. etaoin Tinp cmfb 
and splendidly managed, We saw the 
Dole plant, and will have more re- 
spect for every can of pineapple here- 
after. 

They own their plantations, grow 
their own fruit and process it all 
from 26,000 acres of pineapple lands. 

The fruit matures after 18 months 
growth in the fields, each plant 
set out by hand, through asphalt pa- 
per. The field supervision and tests 
are rigid and fields are power spray- 
ed, for insects and to distribute iron 
and fertilizers. 

Nine thousand employees are used 
and every fruit is handled with rub- 
ber gloves by hundreds of women, 
who trim, smell, inspect and pack 
the slices or chunks which are can- 
ned, 

Most of the work is done by mach- 
ine and conveyors, so that the speed 
of the operation is amazing. 

Over 2,500,000 fruits are packed 
into over 4,500,000 cans in a full 
working day. 

By products — Citric acid for 
drinks, and all husks and eyes for 
pig feed and Pineapple Bran which 
like dried beet pulp is used for cat- 
tle food. They feed the visitors all 
the juice and slices they can eat. 

So, never underrate the pineap- 
ple. It is a bit of an anticlimax to 
talk about sugar, but here on these 
islands is grown about 1,000,000 tons 
annually, or about 16 times the an- 
nual production of Alberta. Of course 
it all enters the U.S. free of duty. 
five per cent only is refined here for 
local consumption. 

We visited the Aieia Refinery to- 
day. They are remodelling for bulk 
storage of sugar, but are operating 
every day in the year, with char fil- 
ters — automatic centrifugals — ver- 
tical pans, and the usual machinery 
familiar to so many of us. 

Their paper bags and paper con- 
tainers for them are tape sewn and 
automatically, no attendants. 

Now, the weather has cleared, the 
Waikiki beaches are packed with 
sun bathers, surf riders, and all var- 
jeties of swimmers from the Mali- 
hinis (new comers) a pale pink thru 
the lobster shades of sunburn until 
you reach the tan and dark brown 
tones of humanity called Kamarinas, 
(old timers). 

We joined the pale pinks yesterday 
and swallowed a dittle water of the 
Salty South Pacific, but a repeat per- 
formance might bring on sunburn. 

So we are contenting ourselves 
with a trip to the big island Hawaii, 
where there has been a new erup- 
tion, at least in the newspapers. 

So volcanoes in our next.

This includes one 
year in the “old” hospital and three 
in the new building, the largest or 
thopedic hospital in Canada. 

* Built for children whose parents 
cannot afford the prolonged hospital 
ization and medical care that ortho 
pedic cases demand, the hospital be- 
longs to the people of Alberta who 
contributed greatly to its construct- 
ion and continue to help maintain it. 
Polio cases under 16 years of age are 
admtted under the Government Act 
while a few orthopedic cases, that 
cannot be treated elsewere, are ad- 
mitted on the recommendation 
of the medical staff and _ hospital 
Board of Management. 

During 1954, the per diem rate at 
the hospital was approximately $9.50. 
Although children’s hospitals require 
more staff than ordinary hospitals, 
gifts in kind from the many friends 
of Red Cross in Alberta lessen the 
costs by a very large measure. Gifts 
include the coarser vegetables, such 
as potatoes, carrots and turnips, eggs

From 1905 to 1918 Public 
Health was a branch of the 
Department of Agriculture, It 
was then transferred to the 
Department of Municipal Af- 
fairs, Finally in 1919 the De- 
partment of Health was cre- 
ated and given responsibility 
for administering all legisl- 
ation relating to health. 

The Department of Public 
Health now consists of fifte- 
en divisions, each responsible 
for its own special field. The 
divisions and chief functions 
of each are as follows: 

1. Public Health Educat- 
ion. This division encour: 
ages better health practices 
among the people by means. 
of literature, lectures, radio 
program, motion pictures and 
film strips. 

2. Communicable Diseases 

The purpose of this divis- 
jon is to record the incidence 
of communicable diseases 
within the Province and to 
advise and assist local health 
authorities on the most effect 
ive methods of prevention 
and control, 

8. Entomology. Thig divis 
jon was established in 1944 
for the control of insect- 
borne diseases. It makes sur 
veys of spotted fever, plague 
tularaemia and encephalomy- 
elitis, 

4. Hospital and Medical 
Services. Responsibilities 
of this branch include pay- 
ments of hospital grants, su- 
pervision of hospitals, pay- 
ment of maternity hospital- 
ization, hospitalization of var 
ious pensioners, mothers’ al- 
lowance recipients and the 
dependents in these groups. 
Training of nursing aides is 
also supervised by the divis- 
ion as well as the organizat- 
jon and general supervision 
of municipal hospitals. This 
division also supervises the 
hospital insurance program 
of the province which is 
sometimes called the “dollar 
a day” program. 

5. Provincial Laboratories 

Well equipped laboratories 
are maintained at Edmonton 
and Calgary. Services are a- 
vailable to all doctors, hospit 
als and Boards of Health in 
the Province. Serums and vac 
cines are distributed from 
these centres and various ex 
aminations and analyses are 
conducted for the detection 
and control of disease. 

6. Mental Health. Ment- 
al hospitals under the direct- 
ion of this division provide 
scientific medical and nurs- 
ing care for the mentally ill. 
Guidance clinics help to sol- 
ve behavioral and emotional 
problems in both children 
and adults and thus prevent 
mental ill health, 

7. Social Hygiene. 
the operation of clinics and 
by means of lectures, this 
division seeks to cure and 
control venereal diseases. 

8. Tuberculosis Division. 

This provides free diagnos 
tic and treatment service for 
all tuberculosis cases. Mobile 
X-ray units periodically sur- 
vey the entire population of 
the Province. Modern sani- 
toria are maintained near 
Calgary and in Edmonton 

9. Cancer Three diag- 
nostic clinics are maintained 
to which suspected cancer suf 
ferers are referred by their 
family physicians. Diagnosis 
radium, X-ray and surgical 
treatment as well as treat- 
ment by a Cobalt “bomb” 
are provided at government 
expense. 

10. Cerebral Palsy. Since 
1950 diagnosis and treatment 
clinies have been provided to 
sufferers at government ex-

pense, 
11. Rheumatoid Arthritis 
Clinies. Services provided 


here include 90 days free hos 
pitalization and treatment to 
Albertans up to 25 years of 
age. 

12. Sanitarl Engineering. 
Division protects public 
health by supervision of wat- 
er supplies and sewage dis- 
posal systems, Hotels, res- 
taurants, slaughter houses 
and dairies are inspected in 
those parts of the province 
not provided with this ser- 
vice by their local health de- 
partments, 

13. Nutrition. This div- 
ision, formed in 1947, con- 
ducts educational work for 
better eating habits and 
more nourishing diets. 

14. Vital Statistics Divis- 
jon records all births, mar- 
riages and deaths. 

15. Public Health Nursing 
Division, organizes the heal 
th program of rural commun 
ities. Prevention of disease 
is the keynote, with special 
emphasis being placed on 
pre-natal and post-natal care 
immunization and school heal 
th supervision,

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Stirling Ratepayers 
Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Rate- 
Payers of the Village of Stirling was 
held recently with a fairly good rep- 
resentation of the ratepayers present 
to hear reports and discuss business 
of the meeting. 

The Municipal Inspectors report 
Was read showing that the office ad- 
ministration of the Village was run 
in a very satisfactory manner and 
necessary requirements of the Town 
and Village Act were complied with. 

The Auditor and Treasurers report 
was read by J. P. Barton and explan- 
ations and information given relative 
to the financial affairs of the Vil- 
lage. The report showed the Village 
to be in a good financial condition, 
all school and hospital requisitions 
being paid in full on a quarterly ba- 
sis. A cash balonce of $10,404.12; vic- 
tory bonds of $800.00 and arrears of 
taxes amounting to $5318.74. 

The Mayor's report was given by 
Mayor Wm. N. Hogenson. The Qoun- 
cil recognizing the importance and 
necessity of a swimming pool had 
made a grant of $1,000.00 to assist 
in the construction of the Stirling 
Lions Pool which is now operated 
under the supervision of the Village. 

About $650.00 was spent on gravel 
projects which completed one block 
new gravel and resurfaced several 
other blocks in need of repairs. One 
block of cement sidewalk was con- 
structed with the Village supplying 
the materials and adjacent property 


} OWners supplying the labor. This will 


be an annual project. 
purchased a suitable parcel of land 
adjacent to the CPR pipeline and 
rebuilt the skating rink at a cost of 
which has permitted 
considerable skating to be enjoyed 
by both young and old this winter. 

For some time the Council have 
been dealing with officials of the 
Canadian Western Natural Gas Co., 
with the hopes of getting natural 
fas service in the Village. These ef- 
forts have finally met with the de- 
sired results as the Gas Co. officers 
met with Council and promised to 
instal natural gas on the same agree- 
ment as Raymond Magrath and Card 
ston. The work will be commenced 
as soon as these three towns were 
connected. 

This report and information met 
with the hearty approval of the rate 
payers present who authorized the 
council to proceed with the Gas Co., 
and get necessary arrangements 
made for the Franchise agreement. 

Councillor Boyd Hirsche reported 
Civil Defence and fire protection 
service and read the Fire Inspectors’ 
report recommending the purchase 0: 
fire fighting equipment. Mr. Hirsche 
reported that Council had made ap- 
plication to Dept. for a long term loan 
for purchase of equipment and care- 
ful consideration would be given this 
project. 

The annual nomination meeting 
will be held Monday, Feb. 2list, at 
which one councillor will be nomina- 
ted for a two year term to fill the 
vacancy of Evan Hill who has tend 
ered his resignation due to the fact 
that he is moving out of the Village. 
One Councillor for a three year term 
to fill the vacancy of Boyd Hirsche 
whose term of office has expired. 

A hearty vote of thanks was ex- 
tended the council for their efficient 
management of the civic affairs of
